000, and with a hundred and twenty- 
five thousand dollars easily 
in 
sight 
during the present year form the same 
source, they will have reason

pleasant places. 
So far as at present 
appears upon the surface, there seems 
little probability of a contest over elec­ 
tion for a new board of directors, hut 
such tights have developed at the elev­ 
enth hour in the past, and no one can 
tell what the present month may bring 
forth. 
Yet, on all sides, there is ex­ 
pression of 
satisfaction 
at 
present 
management of affairs and it is proba­ 
ble the board of directors will be per­ 
mitted to hold over. 
At any rate, no 
proxies for stock are being gathered, 
and there exists not a ripple on 
the 
surface of water politics and they are 
seemingly as peaceful as a midsummer 
night’s dream. 
While a number of ir­ 
rigators on the south side are of opin­ 
ion that they should be represented by 
two directors upon the board, they ex­ 
press confidence in 
the 
directorate. 
and are ready to support them in all 
things looking to the 
betterment 
of 
the company. 
Whether irrigators will be given free 
water during the 
coming 
year, 
or 
whether dividends .shall be declared, 
are matters which are open to discus­ 
sion from various viewpoints. 
Proba­ 
bly neither will result, as money com­ 
ing in from oil 
royalties and other 
sources will doubtless be used in car­ 
rying out the board’s present 
elabo­ 
rate scheme for permanent 
improve­ 
ments. 
During the past year no less 
than $7.1,000 has 
been 
extended 
in 
these measures, which include the Pla­ 
centia avenue pipe line, reservoir at 
Crowther’s corner, and oil 
pipe 
line 
from the Amalgamated lease to Pla­ 
centia. two large pumping plants on 
the Comber tract, many miles of water 
pipe line and other betterment. 
The 
present year will see the laying of live 
mile-- of main pipe line, of dimensions ! 
of probably 42 inches. These lines will 
replace present earthen ditches sup­ 
plying Anaheim with water, which vfill 
be three miles in length, and running 
from Richfield to (Oast s’reet, 
while 
two miles will be placed on the Nortli- 
Branch ditch near the ostrich farm. 
Other improvements include 
a 
cam­ 
paign for development of water and 
cementing and 
piping 
ditches 
over 
a wide area. 
The company’s bonded 
indebtedness is $300,000, and none of 
this is due until 1015. If this outstand­ 
ing indebtedness could be immediately 
taken up, a large slice of outstanding 
bonds might be called in, but as this is 
out of the ques.ion, money will proba­ 
bly be used in improving 
Hie 
water 
system. While some irrigators laver a 
plan of delivering fr 
water and oth­ 
ers consider that a dividend would not 
come amis , the policy of the board of 
extending betterments will doubtless 
be continued. 
In some quarters it is 
argued that this plan should be main­ 
tained for a number of years to come, 
and that no free water nor dividends 
will be in sight until the company’s 
indebtedness is. at least, in part taken 
care of. At any rate, stockholder* will 
be forever “shut” of any future assess­ 
ments. 
At least, that is the opinion 
expressed in optimistic circles.
